NORTHFIELD  TO  ACT  UPON  THE  FOLLOWING  SUBJECTS: 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  forty- 
six  thousand  dollars  ($46,000)  which  is  the  Town's  share  of  the  State  Bridge  Aid 
Program  to  replace  bridge  #  172/120  on  Knowles  Pond  Road  over  Whicher 
Brook;  and  further,  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $46,000  from  the  Capital 
Reserve  Bridge  Fund.  (Recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Budget  Committee.) 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sunk  of  sixty 
thousand  dollars  ($60,000)  to  purchase  a  grader;  and  further,  to  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000)  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
for  Highway  Equipment.  (Recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Budget  Committee.) 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
seven  thousand  dollars  ($7,000)  for  the  Tilton-Northfield  Recreation  Council. 
(By  petition  of  at  least  25  registered  voters.)  (Recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  but  not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
million,  nine  hundred  thirty  thousand,  nine  hundred  forty-nine  dollars 
($1,930,949)  which  represents  the  operating  budget  of  the  posted  budget  (MS-7) 
and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 
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Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
until  such  authorization  is  rescinded,  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  gifts, 
legacies  and  devises  made  to  the  Town  in  trust  for  any  public  purpose  as 
permitted  by  RSA  31:19  . 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Tax  Collector  to 
discount  by  two  percent  (2%)  any  amount  in  taxes  due  when  said  taxes  are  paid 
within  30  days  of  the  date  of  billing. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  amend  the  existing  agreement  under 
Section  218  of  the  Social  Security  Act  by  excluding  the  services  performed  by 
election  workers  for  a  calendar  year  in  which  the  remuneration  paid  for  such 
service  is  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000). 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
request  the  establishment  of  a  fully  serviced  and  manned  Postal  Service 
substation  to  be  located  in  the  Town  of  Northfield  on  or  near  Park  Street  with 
sidewalk  access.  (By  petition  of  at  least  25  registered  voters.) 

Article  1 0.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
appoint  a  three  (3)  member  Cemetery  committe  to  oversee  the  maintenance  of 
public  burial  areas  within  the  Town;  and  further  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Committee  to  assume  all  of  the  responsibilites  and  duties 
outlined  in  RSA  289  until  the  1997  annual  Town  Meeting  (at  which  time  the 
Town  will  elect  Cemetery  Trustees). 

Article  11.  To  enact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN  FOR  1995 


Foremost  in  our  report  to  the  town,  we  would  like  to  express  our 
sincere  appreciation  and  thank  you  to  all  of  the  members  of  the 
various  boards  and  committees  who  perform  the  work  of  the  Town 
tirelessly  and  thoughtfully.  Their  willingness  to  give  of  their  time 
and  effort  in  the  interest  of  the  community  contributes  greatly  to 
the  quality  of  life  for  all  Northfield  residents. 

Additionally,  we  would  like  to  specifically  mention  the  efforts  of 
the  members  of  the  Northfield-Tilton  Economic  Development 
Council  for  their  endeavors  to  lure  new  businesses  and  industry  to 
the  area.  The  Council  is  presently  preparing  an  application  for  a 
Community  Development  Block  Grant  to  provide  funds  for  the 
construction  of  a  warehouse  facility  on  Forest  Road. 

in  May  we  welcomed  Scott  Hilliard  aboard  as  our  new  Chief  of 
Police.  The  transition  of  his  assuming  the  responsibilities  as  Chief 
has  been  distinguished  by  its  lack  of  problems. 

in  October,  we  accepted,  with  regret,  the  resignation  of  Joyce 
Johnson  as  Town  Administrator.  As  the  Town's  first  administrator 
her  energy  and  enthusiasm  provided  enormous  assistance  to  the 
Board  in  solving  problems  and  in  setting  the  priorities  for  meeting 
the  long  range  needs  of  the  Town. 

The  bridge  rehabilitation  program  endorsed  several  years  ago  by 
Town  Meeting  is  progressing.  The  reconstruction  of  the  Shaker  Road 
bridge  is  scheduled  to  begin  with  the  close  of  school  this  spring  and 
the  Town  has  been  notified  that  funding  for  the  Knowles  Road 
bridge  will  be  available  after  July  1st. 

Concurrently  with  the  bridge  rehab  program,  our  highway  crew 
has  completed  major  improvements  to  Zion  Hill  Road  and  drainage 
improvements  for  Bay  Street.  Elm  Street  has  also  been  upgraded 
and  made  a  two  way  street. 
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Finally,  the  Town's  financial  picture  continues  in  good  health  with 
marked  improvements  in  the  cash  flow  needs  of  the  Town.  The 
percentage  of  tax  payments  collected  within  the  grace  period  has 
increased.  This  timely  payment  of  taxes  has  decreased  the  Town's 
need  to  borrow  in  anticipation  of  taxes  which  in  turn  has  resulted 
in  a  significant  decrease  in  interest  costs  for  tax  anticipation  notes.

The  business  portion  of  the  1995  Annual  Town  Meeting  was 
called  to  order  at  10:00  A.M.  March  18,  1995  by  Moderator 
Charles  Chandler  at  the  Community  Pines  Center. 

Article  #2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $66,000  which  is  the  Town's  share 
of  the  State  Bridge  Aid  Program  to  replace  bridge 
#173/124  on  Shaker  Road  over  Whicher  Brook  and  to 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $66,000  from  the  Capital 
Reserve  Bridge  Fund.     Passed. 

Article  #3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue 
the  Existing  Dump  Closure  Fund  and  that  the  principal  and 
interest  be  returned  to  the  general  fund.   Passed. 

Article  #4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $25,000  to  replace  the  salt  shed 
at  the  Northfield  Highway  Garage  and  to  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  $12,000  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Building 
and  Equipment  Fund.  The  balance  of  the  funds  to  come 
from  general  taxation.    Passed. 

Article  #5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  up  to  the  sum  of  $40,000  to  purchase  a  used 
grader  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  up  to  $40,000 
from  the  Capital  Reserve  Highway  Equipment  Fund.   Passed. 

Article  #6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000  for  the  Northf ield-Tilton 
Economic  Development  Corporation,  a  private  non-profit 
corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  economic 
development  and  business  expansion  in  the  two  towns.  The 
same  request  has  been  made  of  Tilton  by  Petition.  An 
amendment  was  made  by  Joyce  Johnson  and  seconded  by 
Richard  Maher  to  change  the  amount  to  $1,000.  Amendment 
passed  and  a'rticle  passed  as  amended. 

Article  #7.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,931,070  which  represents  the 
operating  budget  of  the  posted  budget  (MS-7)  and  pass  any 
vote  in  relation  thereto. 
Amendment  made  by  Marjorie  Nickerson  and  seconded  by 
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Roland  Seymour  to  raise  the  bottom  line  of  the  budget  by 
$2,500.00  for  Hall  Memorial  Library's  budget.  Ms. 
Nickerson  explained  that  this  amount  was  needed  to 
increase  summer  hours.   Amendment  passed. 

Amendment  made  by  Albert  Cross  and  seconded  by  Marjorie 
Nickerson  to  add  $20,000  to  Capital  Outlay,  adding 
$10,000  to  the  Zion  Hill  project  and  $10,000  to  the  Elm 
Street  project.  The  two  projects  were  explained  by 
Albert  Cross.  The  Zion  Hill  area  is  to  be  improved  while 
the  water  and  sewer  are  being  installed  for  the  new 
school  on  Zion  Hill.  It  is  felt  that  it  would  be  more 
economical  to  do  this  work  now  rather  than  at  a  later 
time.  The  Elm  Street  project  deals  with  rerouting  traffic 
for  the  library  and  the  Union  Sanborn  school  to  allow  for 
more  parking.   Amendment  passed. 

Amendment  made  by  Steve  Randall  and  seconded  by  Joyce 
Johnson  to  add  $8,300  to  the  "Police  Department  Full  Time 
Salaries"  line  item  for  a  full  time  police  officer  and 
to  add  $28,600  to  "Revenue  -  Fed.  Grants"  for  the  COPS 
FAST  program.   Amendment  passed. 

Article  7  as  amended  passed  with  the  final  figure  being 
$1,961,870. 


Article  #8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  Town, 
gifts,  legacies  and  devises  made  to  the  Town  in  trust  for 
any  public  purpose  as  permitted  by  RSA  31:19.    Passed. 

Article  #9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
prepayment  of  taxes  and  authorize  the  Tax  Collector  to 
accept  payments  in  prepayment  of  taxes.   Passed. 

Article  #10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Tax  Collector  to  discount  by  2%  any  amount  in  taxes 
due  when  said  taxes  are  paid  within  30  days  of  the  date 
of  billing.   Passed. 

Article  #11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  accept  the  dedication  of  any  street 
shown  on  a  subdivision  plan  approved  by  the  Planning 
Board,  provided  that  such  street  has  been  constructed  to 
applicable  town  specifications  as  determined  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  or  their  agent  and  also  to  empower  the 
Selectmen  to  receive  lands  and  easements  related  to  this 
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construction.  This  vote  automatically  remains  in  effect 
until  rescinded  by  vote  of  Town  Meeting.   Passed. 

Article  #13.   To  transact  any  business  that  may  legally 

come  before  said  meeting. 

William  Dawson  asked  the  body  to  vote  on  the  following 

Advisory  Resolution  to  the  Town  of  Northfield  Selectmen 

and  the  NH  State  Legislators: 

Be  it  resolved  that  those  assembled  at  the  Pine  Community 
Center  on  March  18,  1995,  to  conduct  the  Town  Meeting  of 
Northfield,  N.H.,  advise  the  following  in  response  to  the 
impending  federal  legislation  affecting  budgetary 
funding : 

1.  That  the  selectmen  and  the  town  administrator  conduct 
a  study  of  both  state  of  federal  dollars  flowing  into  the 
town  through  grants,  revenue  sharing,  school  related 
funding  and  direct  subsidies  to  low  income  families. 

2.  That  the  state  legislators  conduct  a  similar  study 
as  it  related  to  the  federal  government  grants  that 
augment  the  state  funding  of  programs  that  currently 
exist  within  the  boundaries  of  this  state. 

3.  That  the  state  legislators  level  fund  the  existing 
programs  relating  to  schools,  low  income,  and  general 
highway  maintenance. 

4.  That  the  state  legislators  and  the  governor  formulate 
a  resolution  that  they  will  not  accept  the  responsibility 
for  any  unfunded  mandates  from  the  federal  government  to 
take  over  the  administration  of  current  federal  programs. 
This  non-binding  resolution  passed. 

Glen  Brown  announced  that  Amnesty  Day  at  the  holding  area 
would  be  April  22,  1995.

During  1995,  the  Animal  Control  Officer  handled  453  calls 

and  complaints.   All  stray  dogs  picked  up  by  the  Animal 

Control  Officer  were  place  in  homes.  All  but  2  cats  and 
kittens  picked  up  as  strays  or  abandoned  were  placed  in 

homes. 

377  dogs  were  licensed  in  1995.  State  and  Town  law 
indicates  that  all  dogs  are  to  be  on  a  leash,  in  a  kennel 
or  under  the  control  of  the  owner  at  all  times.  All  dogs 
3  months  old  or  older  must  be  vaccinated  for  Rabies  and 
licensed  with  the  Town  before  April  30  of  each  year. 

All  cats  3  months  or  older  must  be  vaccinated  for  rabies 
also. 

Animal  Bites  -  If  someone  is  bitten/scratched  by  an 
animal,  contact  the  Police  Department 
immediately.  Wash  and  soak  the  area  of 
the  bite  for  15  minutes.  Contact  your 
doctor  or  hospital  for  further 
instructions . 

For  everyone's  protection,  please  make  sure  all  of  your 
animals  have  been  vaccinated,  are  up  to  date  on  all  their 
shots  and  keep  them  under  control  or  leashed  at  all 
times.

GREETINGS: 

The  Northfield  Police  Department  had  a  busy  and  very 
productive  year  in  1995.  If  you  have  seen  the  cruisers 
in  your  neighborhood  more,  don't  panic,  this  is  our 
refined  Direct  Patrol  Program  which  increases  our 
visibility,  in  an  effort  to  prevent  crime,  and  speak 
with  the  citizens  about  concerns  in  their  neighborhood. 

This  year  we  initiated  "Community  Policing  Programs"  like 
the  mountain  bicycle  patrol.  Officers  patrol  the  village 
areas  on  bicycles,  stop  and  speak  with  adults  and 
children  on  a  social  basis  about  any  concerns  in  the 
neighborhood.  Officer  William  Whitcher  is  working  in 
training  with  the  DARE  Program  at  the  Southwick  School 
for  the  5th  grade  students. 

In  1995  we  have  seen  a  sharp  increase  in  juvenile 
offenses.  This  is  a  nationwide  epidemic  and  we  are 
working  diligently  to  combat  it.  In  1995  we  worked  very 
closely  with  the  School  District  and  the  Pines  Community 
Center,  putting  on  programs  and  dealing  with  other 
issues.  Our  goal  is  to  strengthen  our  rapport  with  the 
kids,  and  help  guide  them  through  the  peer  pressure 
years. 

We  made  some  changes  in  the  department.  One  was  in  the 
area  of  prosecution.  In  the  past  we  have  tied  up  an 
Officer  to  prosecute  our  court  cases,  this  not  only  took 
an  Officer  off  patrol  but  was  a  large  expense  in  overtime 
costs.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  we  now  use  the  services 
of  the  Merrimack  County  Attorney's  Office  at  no  expense 
to  the  Town.  We  implemented  some  schedule  changes  in 
1995,  so  that  we  better  utilize  our  manpower.  We  also 
changed  the  color  of  the  cruisers  for  two  reasons, 
First,  it  was  less  expensive  than  our  old  paint  colors, 
and  secondly,  it  makes  the  cruisers  more  visible  helping 
to  prevent  crime  which  is  our  most  important  goal.  As 
a  result  of  two  federal  grants  received  in  1995,  we  have 
hired  an  additional  officer,  Kenneth  Pierce  III,  who  came 
from  the  Concord  Police  Department  with  10+  years  of 
experience  and  we  installed  a  new  computer  system  in  the 
station.  We  soon  will  be  on  line  with  lap  top  computers 
in  the  cruisers.  By  having  them  in  the  cruisers, 
patrolmen  will  be  able  to  do  their  paperwork  in  the 
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cruiser  and  watch  your  neighborhood  at  the  same  time. 

This  is  my  first  year  as  Chief  and  I  would  like  to  thank 

the   Board   of   Selectmen,    the   Northfield   Highway 

Department,  The  Tilton-Northf ield  Fire  Department, 
members  of  the  Northfield  Police  Department  ana  most  or 

all,  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Northfield  for  their 

support  which  has  made  the  transition  and  the  job  much 

easier. 

I  am  confidant  that  with  your  continued  support  and 
cooperation,  we  can  continue  to  make  Northfield  a  great 
place  to  live  and  raise  our  families.

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ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

1995  brought  a  very  mild  winter   A  small  amount  of  snow 

accumulation  and  very  little  freezing  rain.    However, 

there  was  still  the  usuaj.  winter  problems  of  frozen 
culverts.   Considerable  time  was  spent  trying  to  thaw 

these . 

With  Spring,  came  mud  season.  Do  to  the  lack  of  snow 
cover,  we  experienced  mud  season  twice.  Once  in  February 
and  again  in  March.  Late  spring  is  spent  sweeping  and 
cleaning  the  Village  Streets  of  the  sand  that  was  used 
during  the  winter  months.  The  Highway  Dept.  tries  to  use 
sand  instead  of  salt  whenever  possible.  This  is  to  help 
protect  the  environment. 

Once  again  we  experienced  a  very  dry  Summer.  This  causes 
considerable  dust  problems  for  the  dirt  roads  and  limits 
the  amount  of  grading  that  can  be  done,  which  in  turn 
makes  for  very  rough  traveling  on  the  dirt  roads.  Work 
projects  consisted  of  the  paving  of  800  ft.  of  the  lower 
end  of  Peverly  Road,  widening  of  a  portion  of  Zion  Hill, 
just  before  the  new  school  and  extensive  work  on  the 
lower  end  of  Elm  Street.  As  everyone  realizes  by  now, 
there  is  only  one  entrance  way  on  to  Elm  St.  from  Park 
St.  Other  projects;  cleaning  of  ditches,  roadside 
mowing,  pavement  repair  work  (shimming,  sealing)  of  some 
tar  roads.  Work  was  completed  at  the  Arch  Park  where 
picnic  facilities  were  installed.  The  construction  area 
was  seeded  and  mulched. 

Early  Fall  brought  heavy  rains,  which  caused  considerable 
washouts  throughout  the  Town  It  is  also  the  time  of 
year  that  we  do  our  hauling  and  stockpiling  of  winter 
sand.  Late  Fall  dumped  several  feet  of  early  snow  and 
considerable  time  was  spent  on  plowing,  sanding,  salting 
and  the  removal  of  snow.  I  would  like  to  take  this  time 
to  thank  the  residents  for  their  patience  during  the 
inclement  weather  of  winter  months  as  well  as  during  the 
construction  in  summer  months.

Our  cost  avoidance  for  these  recyclables  was  $4,089.60. 
The  amount  the  Town  would  have  paid  to  the  incinerator 
for  disposal. 

From  the  87.50  tons  that  were  marketed  (glass  is  utilized 
by  the  Highway  Department  in  construction  projects)  we 
received  $9,247.51  in  revenues  -  an  increase  of  $4,812.63 
over  last  year.  A  large  portion  of  this  increase  was  due 
to  the  sky  rocketing  prices  for  recyclables  in  early 
Summer.  They  were  at  the  highest  they  have  ever  been. 
They  are  now  at  one  of  the  lowest  in  years,  but  will  be 
going  back  up.  The  Town  received  a  check  from  the 
Cooperative  in  the  amount  $3,656.40  for  the  number  of 
tons  that  we  recycled  and  for  staying  below  our  GAT. 
(Guaranteed  Annual  Tonnage). 

We  recycled  400  gallons  of  used  motor  oil.  This  is 
considerably  less  than  last  year  due  to  the  fact  the 
Recycling  Center  now  has  a  waste  oil  furnace,  which 
utilizes  the  oil  collected.  The  Town  received  a  grant 
from  DES  to  purchase  this  furnace.  This  not  only  lowers 
the  heating  cost  but  also  reduces  the  cost  of  disposing 
of  the  used  oil.

Should  you  find  that  your  name  is  not  on  the 
checklist,  then  either  register  with  the  Town  Clerk  or 
come  to  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Supervisors.  When  we 
have  scheduled  sessions  for  additions  and  corrections  to 
the  checklist,  we  advertise  the  session  dates  in  the 
Laconia  Citizen  newspaper;  we  post  a  notice  on  the 
outside  bulletin  board  at  the  Town  Hall,  the  Town  Clerk's 
office  and  the  outside  bulletin  board  at  Jim's  Drive-In. 

By  new  state  legislation,  we  now  are  able  to  register  to 
vote  during  any  election  and  be  able  to  vote  that  day. 
Please  note  that  this  does  not  include  the  Saturday  Town 
Meeting  day  or  the  School  or  Fire  district  meetings. 

If  you  should  have  any  questions  on  registration 
procedures  please  check  with  the  Town  Clerk's  office  or 
the  Supervisor's  of  the  Checklist.

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WELFARE  ADMINISTRATOR'S  REPORT 
Welfare 

The   Town   of   Northfield   assisted   approximately   345 

households  in  1995.  The  composition  of  households 
assisted  were  as  follows:   459  adults  and  347  children. 

34  households  needed  assistance  while  waiting  to  receive 

either  State  or  federal  benefits. 

The  percentage  of  families  with  some  earned  income  that 
still  requires  town  assistance  has  dramatically  increased 
over  the  past  year  to  44%  of  the  total  households 
assisted.  These  households  typically  are  seeking 
assistance  because  one  of  the  wage  earners  has  either 
been  "laid  off",  injured  or  work  hours  have  been 
decreased  to  "part  time".  Another  event  is  when  the 
working  parent  who  is  dependant  upon  child  support  from 
the  absent  parent  fails  to  receive  that  payment.  These 
are  the  two  causes  that  seem  to  be  the  driving  force  that 
brings  people  to  the  Town  for  assistance.  Due  to  one  or 
both  of  the  previously  mentioned  events  happening,  these 
families  are  then  unable  to  meet  their  basic  needs  (food, 
shelter,  heat  etc.).  This  trend  will  probably  continue 
as  more  and  more  businesses  continue  to  use  part  time  and 
temporary  workers  to  reduce  their  costs,  and  wages  in 
this  area  do  not  keep  up  with  the  cost  of  living. 

The  work  search  program  is  the  program  that  all  able 
bodied  recipients  are  required  to  participate  in. 
Participants  must  make  a  minimum  of  2  employment  contacts 
per  day,  10  per  week  and  to  document  this  so  that 
verification  can  take  place.  This  program  is  designed 
to  encourage  and  motivate  these  people  to  get  back  into 
the  workforce  as  soon  as  possible  and  into  a  position  of 
economic  self  sufficiency. 

The  workfare  program  continues  to  provide  an  avenue  by 
which  eligible  clients  are  able  to  defray  their 
indebtedness  to  the  Town  (town  assistance  is  considered 
a  loan).  Working  for  the  town  at  least  two  days  per  week 
is  a  condition  of  assistance  as  is  work  search.  Failure 
to  participate  in  these  programs  could  result  in 
suspension  of  assistance.  The  majority  of  this  workfare 
has  been  done  with  the  Highway  Department 
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however  other  sites  have  been  utilized  on  a  limited  basis 
and  we  will  continue  to  investigate  other  sites  for  this 
program . 

Multiple  human  service  agencies  continue  to  be  involved 
in  the  majority  of  Town  Welfare  cases.  Without  the 
assistance  of  these  agencies  (Community  action  Program, 
Twin  Rivers  Community  Corporation,  Helpline,  Tilton- 
Northf ield-Sanbornton  Christmas  Fund,  Visiting  Nurse 
Association,  local  churches,  etc.)  the  financial  burden 
on  the  town  would  be  worse. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  town  welfare  voucher 
expenditure  for  1995  was  $91,121  which  is  in  contrast  to 
$109,500  for  1994  and  $161,295  in  1993.  The  hope  is  that 
fewer  residents  will  need  Town  assistance  in  1996  and 
this  is  the  start  of  a  trend,  despite  the  direction  of 
business  and  the  drastic  reductions  in  the  State's  Health 
and  Human  Service  budget,  and  the  drop  in  fuel  assistance 
(managed  through  the  Community  Action  Program).

At 
present,  4  adults  receive  residential  care,  Day-

Fundamentally,  however,  our 
vehicles  will  continue  to  travel  to  and  from  Northfield 
each  day,  transporting  our  clients  to  the  wide  variety 
of  work  and  activities  that  now  exist  throughout  the 
Lakes  Region.  Funding  from  the  town,  has  been  and  will 
continue  to  be,  earmarked  for  support  of  this 
transportation  system.

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NORTHFIELD  SEWER  COMMISSION 

The  Northfield  Sewer  Commission  had  one  major  project  in 
the  year  1995.  A  long-standing  drainage  problem  on 
Cottage  Street  was  corrected  with  the  installation  of 
approximately  450  feet  of  8  inch  sewer  pipe  running  the 
length  of  Cottage  Street.  The  job  was  done  by  Partridge 
Construction  at  a  cost  of  $29,024  including  the 
installation  and/or  relocation  of  manholes,  and  the 
installation  of  domestic  connections.  The  length  of 
Cottage  Street  is  to  be  reclaimed  and  repaved  in  the 
Spring,  and  the  commission  will  be  participating  in  the 
cost  of  repaying. 

The  Commission  also  entered  into  negotiations  with  Lyman 
Construction  for  the  addition  of  approximately  600  feet 
of  gravity  sewer  line  on  Sargent  Street  in  conjunction 
with  the  installation  of  sewer  service  at  the  Southwick 
School.  This  would  have  enabled  the  Commission  to  extend 
sewer  service  to  the  junction  of  Zion  Hill  Road  and 
Scribner  Road  and  provide  service  to  eight  new  users. 
The  Commission  was  unable  to  secure  a  price  for  the  job 
suitable  to  the  Commission,  so  the  work  was  not  done. 
It  is  possible  that,  sometime  in  the  near  future,  the 
School  District  will  choose  to  turn  the  ownership  of  the 
Southwick  School  line  over  to  the  Commission.  At  this 
time,  the  School  District  owns  and  is  responsible  for 
maintenance  of  that  line. 

Commissioner  Roy  Jordan  moved  to  Franklin  creating  a 
vacancy  on  the  Commission.  George  Prescott  was  appointed 
to  fill  in  the  unexpired  term  of  Roy  Jordan,  and  the 
Commissioners  will  propose  the  election  of  Mr.  Prescott 
at  the  annual  Sewer  District  meeting  in  March. 

With  the  exception  of  normal  maintenance  of  the  System, 
and  unforeseen  developments  in  the  1996  service,  there 
are  no  major  capital  improvements  for  the  year. 

The  Commission  extends  thanks  to  Albert  Cross  who  acts 
as  supervising  foreman  for  the  Commission.

1995  Highlights 

Tilton\Northf ield  Historical  Walking  Tour  Brochure: 

This  was  a  combined  effort  between  the  NTEDC,  the 
Winnisquam  Vitalization  Association,  David  Ruell,  our 
Humanist,  and  Bill  Becker  of  Ian  Graphics.  Over  half  the 
funding  came  from  a  $1500  grant  received  from  the  New 
Hampshire  Humanities  Council  and  Inherit  New  Hampshire 
for  the  funding  of  Walking  Tours.  The  main  goals  of  this 
project  was  to  enhance  the  awareness  of  the  towns 
residents  as  to  the  towns  unique  history  and  roots,  to 
establish  community  name  recognition  and  exposure  (image 
boost)  and  lastly  economic  gains  from  the  added  tourist 
exposure  by  creating  an  attraction  for  shoppers  and 
tourists  to  come  to  the  downtown  area  and  if  enough 
tourists  came,  an  effort  to  revitalize  the  main  street 
would  follow.  During  the  course  of  the  project,  we  made 
an  effort  to  meet  with  both  Historical  committees.  Arch 
Park  Committee,  Tilton  School  Officials  and  Town 
Officials  as  to  the  scope  of  the  project  and  asked  for 
their  input,  information  and  approval  on  certain  matters. 

On  November  3,  1995,  I  presented  a  slide  show  of  our 
walking  tour  to  participants  of  the  7th  annual  Inherit 
New  Hampshire  town  meeting  held  at  the  State  Legislative 
building. 

Industrial  Incubator: 

Over  the  past  year  the  NTEDC  has  been  meeting  with  some 
small  business  owners  to  provide  up  to  date  manufacturing 
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space  with  reduced  lease  fees.  These  businesses  are  one 
or  two  man  operations,  have  a  number  of  years  in  business 
and  need  to  expand.  What  they  are  lacking  and  what  the 
area  is  lacking  is  good  clean  industrial  space  that's  not 
going  to  flood  after  a  rain  or  have  low  ceilings  and 
broken  windows.  In  addition  we  plan  to  provide  Business 
Support  Services  (academic  and  professional  service) 
through  Plymouth  State  College  and/or  New  Hampshire 
College  Graduate  School  of  Business  and  from  local 
service  providers  such  as  accountants,  lawyers  and 
marketing  specialists. 

What  the  NTEDC  is  proposing  to  build  is  a  12,000  sq.  ft. 
building  which  will  be  divided  into  8  units  of  around 
1500  sq.  ft.  and  a  300  sq.  ft.  central  office  space  for 
a  shared  receptionists,  office  equipment  and  bathrooms. 
Each  unit  will  have  its  own  heat,  electric  and  gas 
services.  An  expected  15  new  jobs  will  be  created  by  the 
end  of  the  first  year. 

Signage  Problem  on  193  and  Exit  20  directing  traffic  to 
the  Factory  Outlet  Center  and  Walmart:  We  have  been 
approached  by  each  to  help  solve  this  problem.  Similar 
to  Highlands  Ski  Area  in  that  you  cannot  advertise 
business  off  premises.  In  the  next  few  months  a  proposal 
will  be  written  and  presented  to  the  Tilton  Selectmen  to 
rename  a  portion  of  Route  3  &  11  from  Morrison  Ave.  to 
John  Manville  Road  as  ...some  name  to  be  created.  .  .Road. 


Other  Activities: 

Researched  and  became  involved  with  the  zoning  changes 
being  recommended  by  Tilton' s  Planning  Board.  Our 
position  was  that  these  changes  would  shrink  and  restrict 
the  amount  of  land  permitting  industrial  use,  thus 
driving  the'  market  cost  for  land  too  high  for  small 
businesses  to  expand  or  relocate  in  these  areas.  Another 
point  is  that  we  felt  the  Planning  Board  should  have  made 
sure  to  public  was  involved  more  in  the  process.  Since 
the  vote,  a  letter  has  been  mailed  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Planning  Board  stating  NTEDC ' s  intent  to  participate  and 
insure  the  public's  involvement  in  any  future  meetings 
concerning  zoning  changes. 

Wrote  a  letter  to  DOT  expressing  our  concerns  with  the 
curb  cut  restrictions  on  central  N.H.  Tractor  and  that 
the  NTEDC  did  not  support  Exit  20  improvements  as  long 
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as  these  restrictions  would  be  implemented. 

In  May,  we  participated  in  a  meeting  sponsored  by  the 
Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  who's  focus  was  Route 

3  &11  west  of  193... 1.  after  accepted  improvements  are 
done,  what  other  improvements  are  needed,  2.  which  off- 
corridor  solutions  do  we  pursue,  3.  where  do  we  stand  on 
non-consensus  recommendations,  4.  where  do  we  go  from 
here. 

Answered  numerous  inquiries  regarding  retail  and 
commercial  space. 

Highlands  Ski  Area:  made  many  telephone  calls  to  ski  area 
owners  and  brokers  to  discuss  the  sale  of  Highlands  to 
express  the  community  support  for  the  area  to  stay  open. 

Linked  with  community  groups.

At  this  time,  myself,  officers  and  members  of  the 
Department  would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  to  express 
our  gratitude  to  all  townspeople  for  their  on-going 
support  in  1995. 


Our  State  E911  system  is  now  in  use  and  has  been  a  great 
success  with  good  reviews.  Like  any  major  project,  some 
wrinkles  need  to  be  ironed  out,  but  the  system  itself  has 
been  a  lifesaver. 

Again,  I  need  to  remind  everyone  that  your  new  house 
number  should  be  placed  on  the  outside  of  your  home 
immediately  so  that  it  may  be  seen  from  the  roadway.  It 
is  imperative  that  everyone  gets  this  done. 

I  would  like  to  thank  everyone  involved  in  the  re-mapping 
and  numbering  process,  we  know  many  hours  went  into  this 
project. 

The  Department  wishes  to  acknowledge  and  thank  long-time 
member  and  Commissioner  Lewis  Read  for  the  many  years  of 
service  spent  with  the  department.  Lew  has  moved  to 
Florida  with  his  daughter  and  will  be  greatly  missed. 

In  1995,  48  Officers  and  Members  participated  in  1488 
hours  of  training  through  the  Department.  Seven  members 
completed  a  level  one  course  consisting  of  120  hours  and 
are  now  Certified  Fire  Fighters.  Six  Officers  and 
Members  are  currently  enrolled  in  a  Career  Level  course 
and  should  complete  the  80  hour  class  sometime  in 
February.

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UPPER  MERRIMACK  RIVER  LOCAL  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

The   Upper  Merrimack   River  Local  Advisory  Committee 

(UMRLAC)   began   1995   with  an   aggressive   work   plan 

consisting  of  key  actions  from  its  Management  and 
Implementation  Plan. 

The  UMRLAC,  a  state  established  local  advisory  committee, 
had  identified  as  one  of  its  key  actions  in  the  plan,  a 
water  quality  monitoring  program  for  the  upper  Merrimack 
River.  With  the  enthusiasm  of  the  committee  and  the 
experience  of  committee  member  and  NH  DES  aquatic 
biologist  Steve  Landry,  members  decided  to  go  forward 
with  the  project.  The  UMRLAC,  like  other  local  advisory 
committees,  had  no  means  of  supporting  a  project  beyond 
the  work  of  its  volunteers.  Recognizing  this,  the 
UMRLAC,  in  cooperation  with  the  Merrimack  River  Watershed 
Council  (MRWC)  and  the  N.H.  Department  of  Environmental 
Services  (NH  DES),  entered  into  a  unique  cooperative 
agreement  to  monitor  water  quality  on  the  upper  Merrimack 
River. 

Both  agencies  have  been  assisting  volunteer  water  quality 
monitoring  projects  by  providing  training  and  loaning 
equipment.  The  cooperative  agreement  between  the  three 
parties,  the  first  of  its  kind,  was  drafted  and  signed 
and  Upper  Merrimack  Monitoring  Project  (UMMP)  was  born. 

Initially,  the  project  includes  sites  from  the 
Pemigewasset  and  Winnipesaukee  Rivers  in  Franklin  to  the 
confluence  of  the  Contoocook  and  Merrimack  Rivers  in 
Boscawen.  The  ultimate  goal  is  to  extend  the  project 
through  Concord  to  Bow.  In  July  of  1995,  a  shoreline 
survey  was  completed  and  seven  sites  chosen.  From  the 
late  summer  into  the  late  fall,  water  samples  were 
collected  at  these  sites  by  volunteers  every  other  week 
for  ten  weeks.  The  samples  were  processed  at  no  charge 
by  the  Franklin  Waste  Water  Treatment  Plant.  Rock 
baskets  were  also  place  at  each  site  for  six  to  eight 
weeks.  These  wire  baskets  contain  artificial  substrate 
(uniformly  sized  and  shaped  rocks).  During  that  time, 
macroinvertebrates  (aquatic  insects)  colonize  the  rocks. 
The  baskets  are  retrieved  and  the  insects  are  collected 
and  preserved.  Upon  identification,  their  quantity, 
health  and  diversity  provides  an  accurate  picture  of  the 
river's  health.  Identification  sessions  are  currently 
being  held  throughout  the  winter  at  Franklin  High  School. 
Training  is  provided  at  no  charge  and  all  are  welcome  to 
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attend . 

In  July,  the  UMRLAC  sponsored  a  canoe  outing  and  picnic. 
Other  committee  activities  included  participation  on  the 
Concord  Study  Committee  for  river  related  planning  by  the 
city,  and  review  of  instream  flow  rules  being  developed 

by  the  NH  DES  as  well  as  permit  applications  and  other 
proposals  affecting  the  river. 

Plans  for  1996  include  continuation  and  expansion  of  the 
Upper  Merrimack  Monitoring  Project.  At  this  writing  the 
committee  has  applied  for  a  grant  to  purchase  supplies 
and  equipment  to  assure  the  project's  future.  The  UMRLAC 
is  working  with  the  Central  New  Hampshire  Regional 
Planning  Commission  to  develop  a  model  for  river 
communities  to  recognize  and  adopt  key  actions  of  the 
Management  and  Implementation  Plan  in  the  master  plans 
and  town  and  city  ordinances.  An  Adopt-a-Stream  Project 
and  nonpoint  source  education  workshops  are  also  slated. 
A  river  clean-up  day  is  currently  being  organized  and  is 
planned  for  the  summer. 

The  UMRLAC  meetings  are  held  on  a  rotating  basis  in  the 
six  represented  communities.  The  committee  meets  the 
second  Monday  of  each  month  at  7:30  PM.  For  more 
information  contact  Michele  Tremblay,  Chairperson,  at 
796-2615  or  your  local  representatives.

Something  wonderful  happens  at  the  Visiting  Nurse 
Association  of  Franklin  as  the  staff  come  together  with 
their  talents,  expertise  and  mutually  held  goal  of  home 
health  care  to  the  people  residing  in  Northfield.  This 
blending  of  the  best  is  not  new  to  the  VNAF .  It  has  been 
happening  for  50  years!  Individualized  personal  care 
requires  very  special,  dedicated  professionals. 

Daily  we  are  facing  new  challenges,  dramatic  and 
sometimes  traumatic  changes  in  health  care.  We  see 
managed  care  dominating  the  health  care  industry.  As  we 
experience  this  health  care  revolution,  we  must  be 
mindful  to  keep  the  CARING  foremost  in  our  service. 

During  1995,  VNAF  continued  to  grow  providing  6,064 
visits  to  the  Northfield  community,  expanding  our  staff 
to  meet  these  needs.  This  growth  is  a  reflection  of  the 
dynamics  of  home  health  care  and  technology  advancements 
that  allow  us  to  do  more  in  the  home. 

Throughout  the  health  care  industry  we  are  seeing  merger 
alliances,  new  relationships  and  affiliations.  VNAF 
continues  to  work  cooperatively  with  its  sister  agencies 
and  is  now  part  of  a  community  care  network  in  Franklin. 
It  is  through  these  cooperative  partnerships  that  we  will 
be  able  to  provide  both  the  traditional  and  the  highly 
technical  care  to  our  patients  in  their  home  in  the 
future.  It  is  also  through  these  cooperative  efforts 
that  we  decided  to  transition  our  Well  Child  Clinic  to 
the  Health  First  Family  Care  Center,  where  it  is 
projected  that  families  will  receive  more  comprehensive 
health  care.  We  will  continue  to  do  follow  up  home 
health  care  for  families  and  newborns,  and  will  not  loose 
touch  with  the  "little  ones".  This  has  been  part  of  our 
mission  for  over  50  years. 

As  health  care  technology  advances  so  has  computer 
technology.  The  VNAF  office  staff  have  kept  pace  as  we 
continue  to  upgrade  our  data  collection  and  billing 
systems. 

Above  all,  management  and  Board  of  Directors  continue  to 
recognize  OUR  MOST  IMPORTANT  RESOURCE,  each  and  every 
employee.  These  are  dedicated  people  who  make  something 
wonderful  happen  at  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of 
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Franklin.  It  is  also  recognized  that  with  support  from 
the  community  of  Northfield,  we  are  able  to  continue  to 
meet  the  home  health  needs  of  the  people. 


1995  Service  Statistics 

In  1995  over  6,064  services  were  delivered  to  the  people 
residing  in  Northfield  and  34,384  to  our  entire  catchment 
area.  Our  Hospice  Program  continues  to  expand  as  did  our 
volunteer  component  that  assisted  in  these  programs.  The 
Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  Franklin  has  begun  a 
Community  Health  Education  Program.  This  program  will 
focus  upon  health  issues  presently  being  faced  by  members 
of  the  communities  we  serve.  We  also  offered  Continuing 
Education  Programs  to  registered  nurses  who  work  in  the 
surrounding  communities.

Volunteers,  Police,  School  and  Town  Officials  and  Parents 
are  the  backbone  of  this  program.  Volunteers  serve  on 
the  Juvenile  Review  Boards  and  Board  of  Directors, 
supervise  community  service  sites,  offer  their  expertise 
in  group  training  and  work  individually  with  young 
people.  Our  Police  keep  us  informed  of  legal  issues, 
youthful  activity  and  refer  appropriate  cases. 

As  of  August  1995,  youths  under  the  age  of  18  may  be 
arrested  for  smoking  cigarettes.  Those  who  sell  to 
minors  will  pay  a  fine.  We  are  beginning  to  receive 
referrals  from  the  Police  and  Schools  for  smoking 
violations.  A  program  for  training  and  awareness  to 
address  this  specific  concern  is  being  used  in  addition 
to  the  Challenge  Training  for  substance  abuse  and  our 
Fire  Safety  Training.  Our  Challenge  Training,  which  we 
have  run  for  several  years,  is  funded  through  a 
government  grant.  Our  Fire  Departments  have  helped  us 
develop  the  Fire  Safety  Training.  Through  this  program 
we  are  able  to  address  the  problems  of  youth  acting  out 
for  a  variety  of  reasons  and  kids  thoughtlessly  starting 
fires.  Serious  concerns  of  the  pyromaniac  we  refer  to 
other  facilities  prepared  to  address  their  deeper  needs. 

Our  children  are  ouR  present  and  our  future.  It  is 
encouraging  to  serve  in  communities  that  care  about  their 
young  people.
